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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As applicant has 
pointed out in the Appeal Brief, the reference to E.P. '727 expressly taught away from the use of 
VeoValO as the co monomer in the operation and expressed that a homopolymer with a higher 
Tg should be used in the operation (VeoVa9) and therefore while the reference did express that a 
stabilizer would have been added in a similar composition to that of Japanese Patent '705, one 
viewing the prior art as a whole would have been led away from the use of the specific VeoVa 
10 in Japanese Patent '705. Additionally, there is no express suggestion in Japanese Patent '705 
for the use of a stabilizer and the polymer appears to be stable on its own. Thus, there is no 
reason to select the specific stabilizer of E.P. '727 in Japanese Patent '705 as addressed by 
applicant in the appeal brief.
